Eric Liddell 

Winner 1924 Olympic Gold Medal, 400 Meters Run 
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Paul the apostle wrote many letters to Christians in the 
first century. In his letters he frequently compared the 
Christian life to running a race. 

His readers were very familiar with the popular Greek 
games of their day, and Paul’s illustrations helped them 
understand their new life in Jesus. Paul wrote: 

“Do you remember how on a racing track every 
competitor runs, but only one wins the prize? Well, 
you ought to run with your minds fixed on winning 
the prize!” 

Paul is saying that we must have an intense desire to 
win: a deep commitment, one that will stick when the 
going gets rough. The Christian life must be 
approached with all the desire and sacrifice of men and 
women who compete for the gold in the Olympics! 
Paul is exhorting us to GO FOR IT! 



Jesus said that we must love the Lord our God with all 
our heart, soul, mind and strength and love our neigh¬ 
bor as ourselves. Does this kind of commandment 
require serious training? Of course! Even more, it 
requires a radical change in our natures, something 
only our Creator can do! We don’t have the power to 
change ourselves, but God DOES! Luke 18:26,27. 

“Athletes will take tremendous pains for a fading 
crown of leaves.” (The crown of leaves is the ancient 
equivalent to our Olympic Gold Medal. It was the 
Award of Honor for winners of the Greek games.) . 
“...Our contest is for a crown that will never fade.” 

The reward for our faith in Jesus Christ is a crown of 
glory that we cannot yet imagine! “No eye has seen, no 
ear has heard, and no mind has conceived what God has 
prepared for those who love Him.” I Corinthians 2:9. 
Daily, God is moving us one step closer to the likeness 
of Jesus, preparing us so we will be able to bear the 
weight of the glory we will be given. II Corinthians 
3:18. 

Why all this preparation? Why are we being trained, 
transformed? Answer: We are being molded like clay in 
the Master Potter’s hands, to serve in God’s kingdom. 
Romans 9:20-23. 

Our trials and temptations are like the fire that bakes 
clay in the potter’s oven. The heat changes the clay, 
making it sturdy, useful and beautiful. 

Trials are also like the fire in a smelting oven: gold and 
silver ore melts, and its impurities are removed as the 
precious metal remains. Proverbs 25:4. The same is 
happening to you in your Christian life: you are being 
refined and purified into the likeness of Jesus. Don’t 
become discouraged or give up! Understand that “God 
will fully complete the work that He has begun in you.” 
Philippians 1:6. 


If you’ve ever run the 100 yard dash, the 220, or the 
440, you know that in these races you will be penalized 
if you stray from your lane. In I Corinthians 9:26, Paul 
say s he does not run aimlessly or uncertainly. In the 
original Greek, his word implies that the Christian does 
not stray from his lane. 

The shortest distance between two points is a straight 
line. Our adversary would love to lure us off course, 
making us waste valuable time and potential. To win the 
race, however, we must keep our eyes straight ahead, 
riveted upon our goal—Jesus Christ! Hebrews 12:2.

He got up, gave all 
there was within himself, and won the race! We must 
have such courage! Philippians 3:13,14; II Corinthians 
5:6,7.

How did Jesus stay in shape in relationship with God, 
his father? 

1. He talked with God a lot. Jesus spent much time with 
people, but he knew that the source of his ministry was 
his relationship with God. Jesus would leave the 
crowds often to pray. He would wake up before dawn, 
find a special garden spot, or spend all night praying. 
We can learn to do the same! Luke 11:1*13. 

2. Jesus studied Godls word. As a child of twelve, Jesus 
had studied and learned from scripture and from his 
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parents, and he amazed the religious leaders of his day 
with his understanding. He grew in wisdom (intellec¬ 
tually), stature (physically), and in favor with God 
(spiritually), and with man (socially) Love for God was 
at the heart of Jesus’ growth, and should be at the heart 
of yours! Luke 2:41-52. 

3. Jesus committed himself to God’s will. At twelve, he 
was curious and excited to be in his Father’s house. As a 
child, he was obedient to his parents. When he was 
later tempted, he knew his priorities and chose to obey 
God rather than give in to temporary pleasure, power, 
or pride. And as Jesus died, he did so in faith and 
obedience to God’s perfect plan.

Don’t accept 
artificial substitutes. Stay with the Lord, the true bread 
of life. John 6:28-40. 
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
